of ballots on Tuesday at the offices | 


of the regional director of the labor 


board in San Francisco showed a 
total of 665 votes cast divided as 
follows: 

Amalgamated 332; brotherhood of 
firemen 309; neither 17; void 1; 
challenged 7, 

Of the challenged ballots it is said 
that 5 are in favor of the amalga 
mated and the other two are illegal 


votes. It is expected that the labor 


board in Washington will certify 
the amalgamated as the collective 
bargaining agency for all drivers 


employed by Pacific Greyhound. 

The vote definitely eliminates the 
brotherhood organization who have 
for the last four years tried to es- 
tablish themselves on the Grey- 
hound property. 


Local Mailers’ Union 
Has New Agreement 
With Oakland Papers 


Oakland Mailers’ Union No. 65 
successfully negotiated a contract 
with the Oakland Newspaper Pub- 


lishers’ Association on Thursday, 
February 3, 1938. The agreement 
went into effect on February 1, 


1938 and will continue until the 31st 
day of January 1939, inclusive. 
Gains made by the mailers were 
a definition of the jurisdictional 
clause which actually mean a closed 
shop, 5-day week for apprentices 
and journeymen, and an increase of 
87% cents a day for journeymen. 
The Oakland mailers’ union was 
represented by C. Abernethay, D. 
Friednash and Sam Kinwald. 


FIREMEN’S UNION 
ASK FOR ONE DAY 
OFF EACH MONTH 


Fire Fighters’ Union, Local No. 
55, affiliated with the international 
association of fire fighters, an AFL 
affiliate, requested of the city coun- 
cil last Thursday to place in effect 
the 24-hours on and 24-hours off 
shifts with one day off each 
month. 

Representatives of the central la- 
bor and building trades councils ap- 
peared in behalf of the firemen as 
did Attorney Phil Solon. 

The two plattoon system for fire- 
men was put in force some 17 years 
ago; no provisions were made for a 
day off. Now the firemen ask for 
only one day off a month and will 
be given the full support of organ- 
ized labor in their demands. 

The subject matter is now before 
the city manager and city attorney 
and a report will be made to the 
council within a few days.

Pointing out that a contribution 
of $30,000 to the league in the last 
six months of 1987 was made by the

RUSSIAN UNIONS HIT 
BY A. F. LE. COUNCIL 


Says Federation Will Withdraw 


from International Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions if 


Soviet Is Admitted 
If the communist trade wun- 
ions of the union of soviet 


socialist republies are admitted 
into the international federa- 
tion of trade unions the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor “will feel 
compelled to withdraw” from the 
I. F, T. U., William Green, president 
of the A. F. of L., said in a state- 
ment here announcing the decision 
of the A. F. of L. executive council. 

Although the executive commit- 
tee of the I. F. T. U. has rejected, 
“for the time being,” the plan to 
admit the communist unions, Mr. 
Green’s statement said the rejection 
was not because of “the principle 
involved.” 

A, F. of L. Statement 

Following is the statement of the 
American Federation of Labor: 

“The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor is 
glad to learn that the plan of ad- 
mitting the so-called unions of 
Soviet Russia to the international 
federation of trade unions has been 
disapproved by the executive com- 
mittee of the international federa- 
tion of trade unions at least for the 
time being. 

“It appears, however, that the re- 
jection of the project at this time 
has not been based upon the prin- 
ciple which is involved but only 
upon certain conditions which the 
Russian organizations had attached 
to the proposal. We, therefore, feel

“2. That all organizations affili- 
ated with the American Federation 
of Labor and their individual mem- 
bers are urged to cease contributing 
to the financial support of labor's 
non-partisan league. 

“3. That coordinated effarts be 
undertaken by the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
all its affiliated bodies to examine 
carefully into the qualifications of 
all candidates for public office 
nominated or indorsed by labor’s 
non-partisan league and any of its 
subsidiary groups to the end that 
effective opposition may be mar- 
shaled against any of such candi- 
dates found lacking the proper 
qualifications for public office.”

When You Purchase Japanese Made Goods You Help Kill An 
Innocent Person in China; Letter Describes 
Horrors of War 


Following is a letter date lined 
“headquarters of the Generalissmo” 
in Nanking, sent to the Star, a news- 
paper in North Hampton, Long 
Island, by May Ling Soong Chiang 
(Madame Chaing Kai-shek): 

“It does one good to receive a 
cheerful letter out here in China, 
where we are getting so many sad 
reports and seeing so many terrible 
scenes. Sometimes, when I visit our 
wounded soldiers at the hospital, or 
when I go to a refugee camp, I can 


hardly believe that there is merri- | 


ment and unconcern in other coun- 
tries, in spite of the terrible ordeal 
China is being put through, in spite 
of our hundreds of thousands of 
refugees, who have lost everything 
and do not know where to go to 
escape Japanese bombers, in spite 
of the death toll that men, women 
and children are paying daily in 
our country. 

“Japan did not expect China to 
put up such a resistance. 


Japan | 


had been arming for the past years, 
preparing her invasion of China as 
a first step toward establishing a 
continental empire at the expense 
of our people, on our soil. While she 
was organizing her army and navy 
and ruining the world’s markets by 
dumping her goods in every part of 
the world, in order to be able to 
finance her ambitious military 
leaders, China was busy reconstruct- 
ing the land of our ancestors. We 
had sponsored the new life move- 
ment, designed to rehabilitate our 
people spiritually, to educate them, 
to raise their standard of living. 
Simultaneously we promoted the

our people because we buy these foreign products, 

Let’s be honest and sincere with ourselves and face the facts 
... doesn’t part of the responsibility rest on our shoulders? Do 
we as Americans always look for the ‘‘made in America’’ labels 
when we buy . . . or do we just buy any article because it’s the 
cheapest? 

Only this week one five and dime store manager in Oakland 
notified the ‘‘Jap boycott committee’’ that he had enough ‘‘goods 
made in Japan’’ on the shelves of his store to last another year. 
He told a labor representative that ‘‘the customers demand the 
cheap ‘made in Japan’ articles.’’ 

Isn’t it by these tactics and the desire on the part of our 
people to buy cheap that the rolls of the unemployed still remain 
around 11,000,000-and our factories still have ‘‘closed’’ signs on 
the front doors? 

We as Americans .. . we as true unionists, can help bring back 

rosperity to stay in our country by buying only American made 

roducts, not occasionally, but all the time. 


Send Him Back to Australia 


According to news reports Harry Bridges, Australian long- 
shoreman and head man for the CIO on the Pacific coast, is under 
strict ‘‘observation’’ by the department of labor. 

This is due the reports said, because United States Senator 
Copeland has claimed Bridges is illegally in the United States. 
Copeland insists that Bridges be deported at once should the 
investigation prove ‘‘he’s no business in the U. S.”’ 

Bridges, who conducted two general strikes on the waterfront 
and about 100 ‘‘quickie’’ strikes also, recently threatened the 
courts at San Pedro, also by telegram to Secretary of Labor 
Perkins, that unless the court reversed its decision in granting 
the hiring hall to AFL unions he ‘‘would tie up all shipping at 
San Pedro.’’ 

What is our country coming to when we allow an alien tc 
threaten our courts, to stop our shipping, to lead our workers, 
to divide the trade unions, to carry on secret meetings with the 
communists, who has no regard for law and order.... how 
long are we going to allow this to continue?

“Gruesome Jamboree of Carelessness” 


In its annual report, the national safety council paints a terri- 
fying picture of what it calls ‘‘the gruesome jamboree of care- 
lessness’’ which cost this country, in 1937, 106,000 dead, 375,000 
permanently injured, and 9,400,000 temporarily injured, plus a 
financial loss of $3,700,000,000. 

That was the accident toll for just one year, and at that, deaths 
showed a falling off of 4 per cent as compared with 1936. This is 
attributed to the ‘‘mild summer’’ which reduced deaths from 
heat by about 4,500. However, good weather caused an increase 
in traffic fatalities, and 39,700 went to their deaths from smash- 
ups of various kinds, an increase of about 1,600 over the previous 

ear, 
. The one bright spot in this appalling record is that the death 
rate for children between 5 and 14 was the lowest since 1922. 
The reduction during this 15-year period is estimated at 25 per 
cent. That’s something to be thankful for,

Just 
how such a law is to be enforced 
on farms, for example, or by house- 
wives in their homes is difficult to 
imagine.
